Rail Unions 
Delay Strike 
For a Week 


W irt* Requests 
Talks Resume 
In Washington 


CHICAGO (AP) — Postpone­ 
ment of a nationwide strike 
scheduled for 6 a m. today will 
allow rail traffic to move as 
usual this Thanksgiving week, 
but negotiations between the 
railroads and three unions will 
resume next week in Washing­ 
ton. 
The three non-operating shop 
craft unions put off the threat­ 
ened strike for at least a week 
Sunday after receiving an ur­ 
gent request by Secretary of 
Labor W. Willard Wirtz. 
Later Sunday, J. E. Wolfe, 
chief negotiator for the rail­ 
roads, telephoned Judge Joseph 
Sara Perry of U.S. 
Disjrict 
Court that the carriers were 
dropping an injunction petition 
which sought an order barring 
the strike. 
Both sides accepted Wirtz’s 
suggestion to resume talks in 
Washington Nov. 30. 
The unions, representing 49,* 
OOO employes, are the Interna­ 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, the Sheet Metal Work­ 
ers 
International 
Association 
and the International Associa­ 
tion of Machinists. 
A union spokesman said Wirtz 
was advised in response to his 
request 
for 
a 
postponement 
“that for the first time there is 
some hope of settlement of our 
dispute." 
Three other shop craft unions 
signed three-year contracts Sat­ 
urday, bringing to eight the 
number of non-operating unions 
which have negotiated wage 
and fringe-benefit agreements 
in the past few days. 
Terms of the contracts, which 
closely 
followed 
the 
recom­ 
mendations of a presidential 
emergency board, provide more 
than 367,000 workers of the eight 
unions with a 27-cent-per-hour 
wage increase over three years 
plus improved fringe benefits. 
The average pay of workers 
covered by the eight unions 
ranges between $2.58 and $2.63 
per hour. 
Earlier last week, the rail 
roads and two operating unions 
agreed on new contracts. The 
settlements 
covered 
28,000 
workers in the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen and 96,000 in the broth­ 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen.

In addition, there were two 
fire deaths, a farmer was killea 
by a bull, and a tire rim fell 
on a boy at play in his basement, 
boosting the over-all accidental 
death toll to 22. 
The worst accident occurred 
in suburban Cincinnati Saturday 
when a car crashed down an 
embankment and killed three 
young men. The only other mul- 
tiple-death accident claimed the 
life of an 18-year-old wife and a 
baby Friday night in Oregon, a 
Toledo suburb. 
Ohio had 21 traffic deaths in 
the four-day Thanksgiving holi­ 
day period last year. The period 
runs from 6 p.m. Wednesday to 
Sunday midnight.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Shiv­ 
ering with cold but warm in re­ 
membrance, some 30,000 Ameri­ 
cans climbed the long slopes of 
Arlington 
National 
Cemetery 
Sunday to the eternal flame that 
burns above John F. Kennedy’s 
grave. 
Some wept, some knelt, some 
touched rosaries. Some pushed 
the wheelchairs of the aged, 
others trundled baby carriages 
bearing infants who were un- 
bo r n when, a year earlier, the 
young president was assassinat­ 
ed. 
Many brought home - made 
bouquets or single flowers. The 
first tribute of the anniversary 
day was an armful of wildflow- 
ers from the sandy soil of Ken­ 
nedy’s beloved home at Hyannis 
Port, Mass. They were sent by 
the widow, Jacqueline, who was 
in seclusion in New York with 
her children. 
The wildflowers were laid at 
the foot of the grave by Mrs. 
Kennedy’s mother, Mrs. Hugh 
D. Auchincloss. She was admit­ 
ted to Arlington at 7:10 a.m., IO 
minutes before the gates were 
at dawn despite a temperature 
IO degrees below freezing.

daughters of President Johnson, 
Luci Baines and Lynda Bird, 
each carrying a long-stemmed 
yellow rose. They knelt and 
placed the flowers, one on each 
side of the widow’s bouquet.

Noted UC Law 
Teacher Dies 
After Illness 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Private 
funeral services were to be con­ 
ducted today for Merton Leroy 
Person, noted law educator who 
spent 20 years as dean of the 
law school at the University of 
Cincinnati 
The 88-year-old native of Ox 
ford, Iowa, died Sunday after 
a long illness. 
Person practiced law in Iowa 
until he became dean of the law 
school of George Washington 
University in 1911. He remained 
there until 1923 and taught law. 
among others, to FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover and to John 
Foster Dulles, President Eisen­ 
hower’s secretary of state. 
In 1924, Ferson became law 
school dea nat the University of 
North Carolina. He moved on to 
the University of Cincinnati in 
1926. 
The UC College of Law plans 
a memorial service for Ferson 
Tuesday. He will be buried in 
Iowa City, Iowa.

Since then, nearly 8 million 
people have made the pilgrim­ 
age to the doping patch of Vir­ 
ginia land, enclosed by a low 
white picket fence, that over­ 
looks the broad Potomac and 
the nation’s capital. 
Sunday, many of them — like 
the late president’s brother, 
Sen.-elect Robert F. Kennedy, 
D-N.Y. — came direct from re­ 
ligious services where clergy­ 
men spoke of John Kennedy’s 
struggle for peace, racial jus­ 
tice and an end to poverty. 
Under the green dome of St. 
Matthews 
Cathedral, 
where 
kings and prime ministers at­ 
tended the president’s funeral 
last Nov. 25, the Rev. John J. 
Cavanaugh, former president of 
the University of Notre Dame, 
summoned all men to carry on 
Kennedy’s ideals . 
The loved president, said the 
priest, “walked among the no­ 
blest, and among the workers 
in field and factory. He walked 
with relaxation and joy, and 
they smiled back at him." For, 
said Father Cavanaugh, men 
felt that Kennedy’s labors were 
God’s work.

Young Says 
LBJ Will Not 
Have It Easy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - It is 
the view of Sen. Stephen M. 
Young, D-Ohio, that the next 
Congress will not rush through 
new legislation just because it 
might be requested by Presi­ 
dent Johnson. 
In spite of the lopsided vote 
Johnson registered over Sen. 
Barry Coldwater and the in­ 
crease in the already big maj­ 
ority the Democrats had in the 
Senate and House, Young said 
today that Congress will not be 
rushed. 
“No one is going over the 
deep end," Young said. “This is 
a period of unparalleled pros­ 
perity. Congress does not feel 
any need of urgency." 
The 75-year-old Ohio Senator 
won a surprising, though narrow 
victory over Rep. Robert Taft 
Jr., R-Ohio, in his try for a 
second six-year term while John­ 
son ran up a huge majority over 
Coldwater in Ohio. 
Although the Republicans gen­ 
erally suffered a sharp setback 
in the Nov. 3 election, Young 
said it is his judgment “that the 
Republican party still has much 
life." 
“I expect," he said, “that a 
s t r o n g opposition party will 
emerge by the time of the 1966 
elections.” 
The future of the GOP, Young 
said he believes, will be molded 
by “moderates." 
He said Taft, whom he des­ 
cribed as having “an attractive 
public personality," will have an 
influence on the future shape of 
the GOP. 
As for Johnson, Young said 
he thinks he will be “one of our 
great presidents." 
Young said he believes the ad­ 
ministration’s medicare bill, to 
provide hospital care for the 
elderly through Social Security, 
will be enacted before June by 
the new Congress which con­ 
venes Jan. 4. 
He said Congress is likely to 
eliminate certain excise taxes, 
as proposed by Johnson, on some 
luxury items.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 
top-level Democrats are coun­ 
seling colleagues to proceed 
with caution in considering ma­ 
jor changes in the House rules 
when the new Congress meets in 
January. 
They are apprehensive that 
the House, with Democrats out­ 
numbering Republicans 259 to 
140, may become “a runaway 
house" and pass legislation nei­ 
ther sponsored nor desired by 
the administration. 
Numerous 
changes 
in 
the 
rules have been proposed, main­ 
ly by spokesmen for Democratic 
liberal 
groups, 
and all 
are 
aimed at expediting President 
Johnson’s legislative program. 
But 
their 
application 
would 
not be limited to Johnson bills. 
Officially, House leaders have 
not expressed publicly 
their 
feeling 
about 
the 
proposed 
changes. In private conversa­ 
tions they have voiced some 
misgivings. 
As a result, there may be only 
a few relatively minor changes 
approved by the Democratic 
caucus preceding the opening of 
the House on Jan. 4. More far­ 
reaching alterations could be 
made later in the session if the 
need arose. A majority vote of 
the House can change the rules 
at any time. 
Most of the proposed changes 
would weaken the grip of the 
Rules Committee on bills ap­ 
proved by other committees 
having jurisdiction over legisla­ 
tion. The Rules Committee has 
no legislative jurisdiction. It 
serves as a legislative clearing 
house. 
Most 
legislative 
measures 
cannot reach the House floor for 
a vote unless the Rules Commit­ 
tee approves. There are ways 


enlarged from 12 to 15 members 
in early 1961, a conservative 
coalition of Republicans and 
Southern Democrats often domi­ 
nated and frequently frustrated 
the House leadership. 
The conservative grip was all 
but broken when the member­ 
ship was 
hiked. Since then 
House leaders have found the 
committee more cooperative.

“Without such a safeguard," 
a top Democrat said privately, 
“a legislative committee could 
get out of hand and report legis­ 
lation under pressure from spe 
cial groups and there would be 
no way to prevent a vote."

Plane Carries

Survivors Grave 


ROME (AP) — A TWA four- 
jet airliner with 72 persons 
aboard burst apart in explosion* 
today as it was about to lea va 
Rome’s Leonardo Da Vinci Air­ 
port at Fiumicino. About 50 per­ 
sons were reported killed. 
Trans World Airlines in New 
York said the plane hit a truck, 
Capt. J. E. Frankum, TWA vice 
president, said the jetliner at 
the time was trying to abort it* 
takeoff. 
“Unfortunately, there was a 
truck in the vicinity of the nun- 
way," he added. 
Reports of the number of sur­ 
vivors brought to Rome hospi­ 
tals varied from 20 to 25. Most 
were reported in grave condi­ 
tion. 
The TWA office in Rome said 
the plane carried 55 passengers 
and a double crew of 17. Among 
the passengers were 26 TWA 
employes and their families. 
It was TWA flight No. 800 
from Kansas City, Mo.; Chica­ 
go, New York, Paris and Milan 
to Rome, Athens and Cairo. 
There were conflicting reports 
on the time the explosion oc­ 
curred. 
While some persons said th* 
blast occurred just as the plane 
lifted off the ground, others said 
it exploded while on an ap­ 
proach strip just before reach­ 
ing the runway to begin its take­ 
off. 
An airport employe said ha 
noticed a flame from an engine, 
saw the jet roll another few 
meters and stop. He said the 
doors opened and passengers 
began jumping out. At that mo­ 
ment, he said, aa explosion 
ripped it to pieces. 
According to one version by 
witnesses, the plane actually 
was making its takeoff run, lift­ 
ed a few feet off the runway, 
then dropped back, while the 
pilot tried desperately to brake 
it to a stop. 
One wing of the {dane was 
reported to have struck a heavy 
roller at the edge of the strip, 
damaging the wing and causing 
fuel to pour out. According to 
this version the fuel ignited and 
the plane exploded 200 yards 
farther along.

State Finance Director Richard 
L. Krabach will ask the special 
session of the Ohio Legislature 
to peg a proposed new capital 
improvements bond issue at $275 
million. 
Krabach said today he will 
ask the Senate committee at a 
hearing to insert the $275 mil­ 
lion limit in the proposed con­ 
stitutional bond issue amend­ 
ment to be submitted to Ohio 
voters at next May’s primary. 
“When 
we 
announced 
our 
plans for a bond issue to fi­ 
nance a capital plan for the 
state, we stated that under to­ 
day’s cost and current market 
rates $275 million would be re­ 
quired,” Krabach said. 
The bond issue proposal, now 
beiore the Senate Taxation Com­ 
mittee, contains no specific lim­ 
it. 
It proposes to allow the issu­ 
ing of sufficient bonds up to Dec. 
31, 1970, that could be retired 
over a 30-year period with up to 
$20 million a year from state 
general revenues. 
The issue proposes to finance 
a $275-million program for high­ 
er education, a new penitentiary, 
a new state museum and other 
improvements advanced by Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. 
As the legislature resumes, 
this week may prove to be the 
turning point, at least as far as 
the Ohio House is concerned. 
in the special session. 
If the votes can be mustered, 
and details smoothed as much 
as possible. House Republicans 
plan to approve proposals deal­ 
ing with 
congressional redis­ 
tricting, legislative reapportion­ 
ment, and pay raises for judges 
and county officials. 
That would put the burden on 
the Senate which, at this third 
week of the special session be­ 


gins, has passed only two bills. 
There also is the possibility 
Gov. James A. Rhodes will add 
to the agenda again. He has 
expanded it three times already, 
so that it presently contains 38 
topics for legislative considera­ 
tion. 
One possible subject for an 
expansion of the agenda would 
be to increase the three • man 
ceiling on oil and gas well in­ 
spectors because of Ohio’s oil 
boom. 
With the traditional holiday 
season moving in, legislative 
leaders could decide to put some 
items over to the regular ses­ 
sion which starts six weeks from 
today. 
Republicans are anxious to 
remap the congressional and 
Ohio House districts 
—ordered 
by the U. S. Supreme Court, 
which says they must be as 
nearly equal in population as 
possible—before the 1965 session, 
however. Because of the Nov. 3 
election, their margin of control 
will be much narrower in the 
1965 legislature.

Bolivia is one of the richest nations in 
South America, in term s of natural re­ 
sources, but one of the poorest in realiz­ 
ed wealth. Her people are largely illit­ 
erate, her public officials frequently 
have been notoriously corrupt, and her 
living standard is among the lowest in 
the hemisphere. 
In addition, the Bolivian economy is 
in a tailspin to even lower depths, her 
insolvency is approaching disaster pro­ 
portions and her primary industry —tin 
— has been b a d l y managed under 
government ownership. This is the coun­ 
try Gen. Rene Barrientos Ortuno inher­ 
ited as leader of the junta which over­ 
threw the government of Victor Paz Es- 
tenssoro. 
To say that Gen. Barrientos has a job 
on his hands is the understatement of 
the year. His task has not been made 
easier by the uncertainty in public ad­ 
ministration which has existed since the 
revolution. 
Perhaps the turn of affairs in Bolivia 
will have l i t t i e effect in the flound­ 
ering country; perhaps it will signal a 


rebirth of a potentially great nation. The 
answer lies in the decisiveness with 
which Gen. Barrientos plans the imme­ 
diate f u t u r e of his country and the 
courage he demonstrates in correcting 
the basic ills of the economy — regard­ 
less of how unpopular the reforms may 
be. 
Bolivia's economy is closely aligned 
with the health of its tin m i n e s . 
The state of the mines, despite a grow­ 
ing world demand for tin and rising 
prices, has been declining for years. 
Obsolete e q u i p m e n t and inefficient 
management of the nationalized mines 
have taken heavy toll. 
If a general assessment could be 
made of the Bolivian economy it would 
be that a revolt against the tin cartel 
under private ownership has been car­ 
ried to an equally regressive manage­ 
ment under state ownership. Bolivia’s 
tin industry badly needs a reintrodu- 
tion of the profit motive to attract the 
efficient and progressive m anagem ent' 
needed to put the mines back on a com­ 
petitive basis with other tin-producing 
areas of the world.

As the harvest season draws 
to a dose and our storehouses 
bulge with the bounty of the 
land, if is our desire to observe, 
in the custom and tradition of 
our forebears, a special day 
dedicated to giving thanks to

—a day on which to lay 
aside our daily tasks and cares 
and pay joyous homage to Him. 
We are impelled to raise our 
voices in His praise and to pro* 
claim our heartfelt gratitude 
for another year in which we 
have been blessed with a bounti­ 
ful harvest, with intellectual, 
humanitarian, economic, scienti- 
fic and technical advances and 
achievements, and with other 
gains too numerous to mention 
Although 
we 
have 
been 
blessed with unsurpassed pros­ 
perity, we recognize that pover­ 
ty and want exist throughout 
the world — even among us— 
and we pledge ourselves to the 
eradication of those evils.

But what will happen 
to this money in the states 
where legislatures, meeting for 
only short terms, have no ade­ 
quate 
committee 
systems

staffs to plan programs, no real­ 
ly sure-fire safeguards against 
outright thievery? 
As Charles S. Rhyne, former 
president of the American Bar 
Association, sees it, Hie times 
demand a thorough-going re­ 
form of state legsilatures. 
Rhyne argued for the city 
folks and the suburbanites in 
the historic, break-through Su­ 
preme Court case which result­ 
ed in the “ one-man, one-vote” 
ruling. 
Rhyne says the states must 
offer salaries adequate to at­ 
tract good people to the legisla­ 
tures, and must give them mod­ 
ern tools to work with. 
Men of character are needed, 
he believes, to withstand the 
importunities of special inter­ 
ests. Rhyne made a study of 
Connecticut, not because it’s the 
nation’s horrible example, but 
because he was due to make a 
speech in Hartford. 
“ More lobbyists registered to 
promote or defeat legislation in 
the last session of the General 
Assembly than there were legis­ 
lators!” he said. “ There were 
330 legislators as compared with 
at least 380 known lobbyists.”

The Roses for Michigan

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
gleeful group of Ohio youngsters 
occupy the Big Ten football 
throne while awaiting a New 
Year’s Day date in the Rose 
Bowl. 
The only trouble, from Ohio 
State’s standpoint, is that the 
Ohio youngsters won the cham­ 
pionship for Michigan — most 
honored and hated foe of the 
Buckeyes. 
The Wolverines whipped the 
Bucks 10-0 Saturday to take 
everything with a 6-1 loop record 
to 5-1 for Ohio. For the fans 
who had watched Woody Hayes’ 
team sweep aside five straight 
conference 
foes, 
the letdown 
after the buildup was terrific. 
This game had everything. 
Michigan was rated sixth na­ 
tionally, Ohio seventh. Michigan 
needed a victory to take the 
title and the pass to Pasadena. 
Ohio State could do it with a 
victory or tie. A crowd of 84,- 
685, second largest in Stadium 
history, was there to watch. 
They saw John Henderson of 
Dayton recover an Ohio State 
fumble on the 20, Bob Timber 
lake of Franklin toss a 17-yard 
touchdown pass to Jim Detwiler 
af Toledo, Timberlake boot the 


extra point and a 27-yard field 
goal, and Rich Volk of Wauseon 
intercept two fourth - period 
passes to halt Ohio threats. 
Thus the Ohio boys who skip­ 
ped to Michigan scored all the 
points and made all the key 
.plays. Michigan had 115 yards 
rushing and 45 passing. All of it 
was gained by Ohio exports. 
Michigan had 14 Ohioans on its 
squad, eight offensive starters 
and its defensive deep three. 
OSU Coach Woody Hayes told 
the press corps in the tense poet- 
game conference: "This is not 
a happy day.” 
Ohio 
University’s 
Bobcats, 
needing a win or tie to hold sec. 
ond place in the Mid-American, 
were dumped by that same 10-0 
score by a foe from the south 
instead of the north. Marshall 
upset the Bobcats and took the 
runnerup alongside Miami. 
In five games with out-of-state 
opponents, only Youngstown sal­ 
vaged anything for Ohio. Ken­ 
tucky State squelched Central 
State 22-0 and Tulsa trampled 
Toledo 39-16, while Youngstown 
played 
McMurry of Abilene, 
Tex., to a 14-14 tie. 
For the season, though, Ohio 
teams hold a 72-51-4 edge over 
outsiders. Only next Saturday’s 
Cincinnati at Houston game re­ 
mains on the slate.

New Rayburn Building 


Believed Costliest in U.S. 


B y G E O FFR E Y GOULD 
WASHINGTON (AP) - What 
may be the costliest building in 
the nation — the Rayburn House 
Office Building — is about to 
open for business. 
Although the cost is estimated 
now at $86.4 million, another 
$35.7 million is being spent for 
related 
construction. 
This 
brings the total to more than 
$122 million. 
By comparison, the Pentagon, 
completed in 1943, cost $75.2 
million. 
New 
York’s 
Empire 
State Building cost $42 million, 
Chicago’s 
Merchandise 
Mart 
cost $32 million and the United 
Nations buildings in New York 
cost $72 million. 
The last congressional office 
building to be completed, the 
1958 Senate Office Building, cost 
a mere $21.2 million. 
The Rayburn Building, named 
for the late Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn, has a 60 by 20-foot swim­ 
ming pool, a gymnasium, three 
levels of underground parking 
and handsome three-room office 
suites for 169 representatives. 
They will choose offices in 
January on a seniority basis. 
The other 266 representatives 
will remain in the two earlier 
buildings, which are being re 
modeled to provide each mem 
ber with a three-room suite. 
The new building covers a 
two-block area across from the 
Capitol and sprawls down the 
side of Capitol Hill. 
The main entrance, pillared 
and Romanesque, is flanked by 
two huge statues. One, a seated 
gentleman 
with a 
sword, 
is 
called “Majesty of the law.*’ 
The other, a mother figure with 
child at her knee, is named 
“spirit of Justice.” 
In the lobby is a place for a

sculptured plaque of Rayburn 
Cost af the plaque, according to 
the architect of the Capitol 
$35,000. 
Big as it is, the Rayburn 
Building is shaded by the Penta­ 
gon across the Potomac as far 
as office space goes. But the 
cost is another matter. 
The Capitol Architect’s Office 
— he is J. George Stewart, a 
former congressman, and he is 
not an architect — says the 
present estimated cost af the 
building — $86.4 million — 
$9.5 million more than the esti­ 
mate in 1962. The figure in 
eludes land, foundations, furni­ 
ture and the like. 
Associated with it is a $7.7 
million subway train system to 
carry congressmen the block 
from the building to the Capitol, 
$11.7 million for property acqui­ 
sition nearby, new underground 
parking garages, and the remo­ 
deling of the existing two build­ 
ings.

CLEVELAND (A P)-T he na­ 
tion’s steel industry is rolling to­ 
ward a record year as far as 
shipment of finished products 
goes, in spite of setbacks caused 
by the auto industry strikes. 
Steel Magazine reported today 
that 
even 
though 
the 
labor 
troubles will mean a cutback of 
300,000 
units 
in 
anticipated 
fourth - quarter production of 
Ford Motor Co. and General 
Motors Corp., the automakers 
will be trying to make up this 
production loss in January. 
“To do it, they’ll need heavy 
shipments of steel in December, 
the trade publication said. 
Market analysts predict that 
steel shipments in December 
will total about 7.5 million tons, 
equal to this month’s estimated 
shipments. 
This 
would 
boost 
fourth-quarter shipments to 22.5 
million tons and total shipments 
for the year to 85.1 million tons. 
The record set in 1955 was 84.7 
million product tons. 
Steel said the industry has not 
been 
hurt 
by 
Ford’a 
labor 
troubles 
because only a few 
Ford plants were struck and the 
rest, even when closed for lack 
of parts, continued to take ship­ 
ments. 
Steelmakers, “ confident that 
they’ll have customers for all the 
tonnage they can produce,” are 
scheduling capacity operations 
for December 
on mills 
that 
make plates, cold rolled sheets, 
and coated products. 
Steel said leadtimes on sheets, 
plates, and some bar mill pro­ 
ducts 
are 
so extended 
that 
they’re 
virtually 
meaningless. 
One producer was quoted as say 
ing that a buyer placing an 
order 
“ wouldn’t 
get on 
our 
books unless he was a regular 
customer, and he wouldn’t get 
more than he had normally 
bought in the past.” 
Steel said industry operations 
seem to be leveling off, “but the 
high rate probably will be main­ 
tained over the balance of this 
year. Output since mid-October 
has ben the heaviest since early 
1960.” 
For this week the forecast was 
for production to hold steady. 
Steel estimated 2,612,000 
tons 
was produced last week.
